Objecting at first to the division

fools" those spectators who laugh- 
od when he declared he was on 
neither side but on the fence regard- 
ing liquor, the Missourian wound 
up a perfect morning ,by putting dry 
witnesses through so scathing a 
cross-examination 
that 
Senator 


Harreld, Republican* of Oklahoma, 
accused his. colleague of "bully-rug- 
ging/-1 


It was while the stand was oc- 


cupied by E. C, Dinwiddie, widely 
known as a temperance lecturer 
and Washington representative of 
several prohibition .organizations, 
that Senator Reed gave free rein 
to his talerits as a cross-examiner. 
A little later he gave another and 
almost as good 
a 
demonstration 


when the witness stand was occu- 
pied by J.v Pat Murphy, a former 
barkeeper, called to testify tor the 
d r y s. 


Dinwiddle, in addition to declar- 


ing against any modification of the 
Volstead ant. and pronouncing pro- 
hibition a fineness when properly 
enforced, asserted that the wets 
had turned out to bc^welcUers'1 
when there* had been'**\w reason 
to believe that they woV\4 .fee,-In- 
stead, "good sports.'*

ment, Reed asked many questions 
about the organizations he had rep- 
resented, and as a

oped that Dinwiddle had given up a

days, testified that "the whiskey 
traffic had no regard for human 
Jif'e or morals." 


"In the old days in preparation 


for pay day in the mines," he said, 
"bartenders had to oil up their 
Buns and out off the pick handles 
in preparation for the trouble to 
<oine." 


Blind tigers ran in full force dur- 


ing the legally wet days, he said, 
and major crime was frequent in 
Kentucky and We«t, Virginia coal 
fields. 


"\Ve have better conditions and 


holler officials now than ever-be- 
fore." he added. "I hate to say this, 
hut*Judge Herndon in 1919 was so 
drunk that he waH unable to walk 
up and down the aisles of the courti 
Now he is a sober man and an up-

committee decided yoaterday-to lim- 
it each side to three hours, but 
Chairman Harreld inr.isted that was 
not the agreement. 
The weu had 


announced they were through. Sen- 
ator HaiTiihi Hafd, and the commit- 
tee decided to allow the dryq an 
hour and fifteen minutes to con 
elude, and then to give each side 
au additional three hcura Cor testi- 
mony or summing up argument or 
both. 
.Declaring the" chairman was all 
wrong, Reed argued that the wets 
had two and one-half ,hours left, 
without the extension, and the drys 
onJy an hour and fifteen minutes. 
If the drya are to be given four 
hours and a quarter ,he said, the 
wets should have five hours and a 
half. 


In the midst of the 
argument 


Reed said he was not on either side 
in the liquor controversy and the 
crowd roared. "My statement may 
arouse laughter from fanatics or 
foen," the Missouri senator said, 
"b'm I am going to vote on these 
pending bills on their., merits and T 
want the facts. 


"I'm 
now in (ho middle of the 


road ..for fanatics or fools to con- 
clude 1 a%n on the wet side, and you 
can take that

The argument ended there and 


the original committee ruling, giv- 
ing the drys four hours and fifteen 
minutes and the wets three hours 
was left unchanged.

Assailing the wets on the ground 


that they had not sought-to co-oper- 
ate in'making prohibition effective, 
the witness biid, "We have boon 
treated to a series of 'welching' by 
those whom we had expected to 
prove good 6T)o;"t." 


Prohibition is entitled to a "fair 


trial," the witness contended, in-

Re- 
duce the heat in the brooder as 
much as possible without making 
tho chicks uncomfortable.

Hospital authorities 
said he was dead when examined 
'or admittance. 


Both Sencio anvd Taylor paased 


.he physical examination 
before 


he bout and appeared to be in fine 
condition. During the fight Sencio 
seemed tireless until the opening 
of the seventh round, when Taylor 
assumed the aggressive with some 
elling blows. 


In the ninth round, during a ral- 


y Taylor clipped him on the chin 
with a right hand punch. The blow 
lid not floor Sencio but he wa's

PRESIDENT URGES 


CITIZENS TO VOTE 


ON ELECTION DAY 


By Associated Press. 


Washington, April 20.—Citizen- 


ship in America Is not a private en- 
terprise, but 
ii 
public 
function, 


President Coolidge said in an ad- 
dress Monday night 
before 
the 


Thirty-fifth Congress of the Na- 
tional Society of the Daughters of 
the American 
Revolution during 


which he urged the people to ex- 
ercise a great Interest 
in 
their 


government by going to the polls 
on election day. 


"The whole system of govern- 


ment," he asserted, "rests on the 
ballot box. Unless citizens perform 
their duties there, such a oystem of 
government is doomed to failure." 


Making a passing reference, ,to 


law observance as it >eTateTW'';the 
duties of citizenship, the President 
said that it "cannot be denied that 
in the splendor and glamor of our 
life the moral sense is sometimes 
blinded." 


"H cannot be disputed," he said, 


"that in too many quarters there 
is a lack of reverence for authority 
and of obedience to law. Such oc- 
currences are sporadic' and pro- 
duce their own remedy. When So- 
ciety finds that its life and proper- 
ty are in peril from evildoers, it is 
very quick to organize its forces for 
its own protection. 
That cannot 


fail to be done in our own country, 
for our people as a whole are thor- 
oughly law abiding." 


The President 
held, 
however, 


that. it. was not in 
violence 
and 


crime that the greatest danger lies, 
for these evils were quickly appar- 
ent and could be suppressed. 
A far 


more serious 
danger, 
he 
said, 


"lurks in the shirking of those re- 
sponsibilities of citizenship, where 
the evil may not be so noticeable 
but is more insidious and likely to 
be more devastating." 


The address was delivered on the 


anniversary of the battles of Con- 
cord and Lexigton, and after refer- 
ring to the form of government set 
up as a result of the Revolution, 
Mr. Coolidge said: 


"If we are to keep our represen- 


tative form of government and to 
maintain the principle that the ma- 
jority shall rule, it behooves us to 
take some drastic action to arouse 
the voters of this country 
to 
a 


greater interest in their civic du- 
ties on election day. 
Many reme- 


dies have been proposed, from dis- 
franchisemeut to criminal action. 
The most practical. 1 believe, how- 
ever, is for all bodies of men and 
women inetrested in the welfare of 
this country to join together under 
spnie efficient organization tu cor- 
rect this evil. * " *' 


"It was hoped that giving the 


vote to women woii'Hl- arouse 
a 


more general interest in the obli- 
gations of election day. That has 
nb'l yet proved to be the case. The 
presidential election. l}i l!liU was 
the first after Ihe adoption of the 
universal 
suffrage 
amendment. 


There is no way to divide the total 
vote cast by men and women. But, 
after that election some rather com- 
plicated calculations 
were 
made 


based on the assumption ( h u t the 
accession of women might to pre 
.siiinod lu double the. vote. Tbe cal 
culatorw 
reached 
the 
coiiuhision 


that of the approximate 27.000,0000 
vote!! cast only l!7 pel' rent repre 
seined the votes of women. Some 
say the percentage of feminine vole 
was greater in 1924. Others suy it 
was less. 


"i am not disposed to iiorppl 


these conclusions as altoRcthcr fair 
to the women. 
And it sla'.iils to 


reason that it would

some 


time for them to become used to 
exercising the privilege which had 
belonged to the men of this country 
for many generations.

by'Se'nor Motiten.egro, a distinguish- 
ed journalist from Chile, J express- 
ed the view, ' which I repeat now, 
that the press of the United States, 
as represented by the Associated 
Press would rejoice at an opportu- 
nity to co-operate In a movement 
to form In Latin-America an organ- 
ization of the newspapers of those 
countries that would make them 
masters anil not clients of the news 
gathering organizations that served 
them.
